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Formal Bouquets Outlawed 
By University Societies 


NORMAN, Dtc. 5.— (Spacial) 
- Believing that such preten­ 
tious parties as have sometimes 
in the past been given by Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma students 
are out of keeping wit a pre­ 
sent day ideals and economy, 
the interfraternity council of 
the 
university, 
composed 
of 
representatives of all fraterni­ 
ties on the campus, has put a 
ban on flower corsages for wo­ 
men guests at formal universi­ 
ty affairs and has placed a 
taboo on dinners in connection 
with dances, thus cutting down 
the cost of entertainment which 
has 
heretofore 
been 
rather 
large and burdensome for some 
students in the university. 
The action of the iuterfrater- 
nity council is the culmina­ 
tion of a feeling among stu­ 
dents which has been growing 
for some 
time 
and 
is wel­ 
comed especially by those stu­ 
dents who have an aversion 
to “ tpa-houndism’’ as an ex­ 
pensive and wholly «uneces%trj 
existence. 
The present condition of af­ 
fairs, while not exactly pleas­ 
ing to the young ladies who 
have been the recipients of ex­ 
pensive flowers for formal dan­ 
ces and who were dined luxur- 
iently heretofore, has. neverthe­ 
less. met with no disapproval 
from the fair maidens and they 


seem to have accepted it in 
the way in which it was intend­ 
ed -as a step further in econ­ 
omy for university students. 
Formal Dance Stays 
An attempt was made by 
some of the representatives on 
the interfraternity to do away 
with formal dances entirely but 
a majority were of the belief 
that such a move would he too 
radical and that it would be 
better to move slowly at first 
However, several of the fra­ 
ternities have expressed them­ 
selves 
as 
being 
unfavorable 
toward formals and many are 
expected to take individual ac­ 
tion to do away with them,

Speculators Protested 
By Rhineland. 


State 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools Asks Counties 
To Observe Plans.

COBLENZ, Germany, Dec. 
5.— 
German newspapers for wreeks have 
been waging a campaign of protest 
against what is termed the “selling 
out of Germany” to foreigners who 
have invaded the country to pur­ 
chase goods since the mark began 
its sharp decline early In October. 
The mark has fallen in value 
much faster than the prices advanc­ 
ed and. as a 
consequence, 
thou­ 
sands of speculators have been at­ 
tracted to Germany to 
take 
ad­ 
vantage of the situation. 
In the occupied area the influx 
of foreigners 
became 
so 
great 
within a few' days that the Allied 
authorities soon decided that some 
concerted action w'as necessary to 
protect the residents. 
The president of the Hhineland 
province, acting under direction of 
the Inter-Allied 
Rhineland 
High 
Commission, issued a decree pro­ 
hibiting 
purchase 
of 
merchandise 
by foreigners not actually raiding 
within the territory of occupatfchi. 
This order does not effect mem­ 
bers of the Allied military forces, 
the Rhineland commission nor oth­ 
er foreigners who w**re in the oc­ 
cupied area on legitimate business. 
Officials deemed that this step to­ 
ward trade regulation was neces­ 
sary to prevent retailers from sell­ 
ing all their stocks to foreigners 
taking advantage of the low rate 
of exchange on foreign currencies 
at a time when the price of goods 
in the German stores had not been 
advanced, or at least not marked 
up in comparison with the depreci­ 
ation of tho German money. 
Flood Germany. 
For days, buyers poured into the 


Rhineland on every train, and by 
automobile from Holland, Belgium, 
Luxemburg, France and other near­ 
by countries and business in the 
stores of Coblenz, Cologne* and Aix- 
la-Chappelle flourished as it never 
had before. The foreigners bought 
everything on sale and in what­ 
ever quantity 
could 
be arranged 
with the* retailer. This abnormal de­ 
mand for goods continued for days 
and reached such a stage* at times 
that storekeepers found it neces­ 
sary to close their doors, because' 
of the crowed s. 
or 
because 
the 
shelves were empty. Clerks worked 
16 and 18 hours a day trying to 
keep up with the* demand. 
Many articles of American manu­ 
facture are on sale in Coblez stores 
at retail prices much lower than 
in the United States, taking into 
consideration the rate of exchange. 
It is explained here 
that 
these 
goods came from 
surplus 
army 
stocks 
in 
France 
which 
at 
var­ 
ious times since the armistice have 
been disposed of by 
the 
United 
States liquidation 
commission 
to 
Germans and merchants of various 
other countries.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Doc. 5.— 
Postmaster General Will Hays 
to­ 
day issued an announcement outlin­ 
ing 
important 
new 
organization 
plans, which contemplate the elimi­ 
nation of red tape, delay and waste 
in connection with departmental af­ 
fairs. 
The Post Office Department pro­ 
poses to eliminate it by the adop­ 
tion of the principle of decentral­ 
ization and the distribution of de­ 
tail under the direction of depart­ 
ment heads. 
The large post offices which are 
now central accounting offices are 
in a sense miniature departments 
as now organized. They have sec­ 
tions and divisions already perform­ 
ing in some measure work which is 
contemplated to divert to them. All 
that is necessary is to enlarge th* 
scope of these several departments 
in the post offices and have them 
absorb work now being done in the 
department in Washington. 
In no sense would any postmast­ 
er’s contact or responsibility to the 
department be interfered with. It 
would mean that the smaller offices 
and the department could be re­ 
lieved of much detail in accounting, 
etc., with the result that both could 


function with less expense, less. de­ 
lay to governmental business and 
with more time to working out real 
problems of service.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.— The sub­

cussed together. 
There was a growing impression 
today that if the entente eau be 
worked out satisfactorily Japan will 
not insist upon her request for a 
70 per cent ratio of capital ships 
as against 
the 60 
per cent

gested in the American proposals. 
The inclusion of France in the 
principal negotiations 
for the en­ 
tente has attracted especial inter­ 
est. It has not been disclosed wheth­ 
er the terms of the proposed agree­ 
ment would be of a nature to satisfy 
France with reference to her situa­ 
tion in Europe or whether the en­ 
tente would merely act as an orga­ 
nization effecting tile actions in the 
far east.

The indictments are 
based on the alleged misuse of state 
funds during the terms of Mr. Small 
and Mr. Sterling as state treasur­ 
er. 
Lieut. Gov. Fred sterling is not
